The proposed medical marijuana dispen- 
sary near the Agawam Rotary is still working 
its way through the state permitting process.

Volunteers sought to serve on 
board for town’s benefit fund

The Whiting Street and 
Thomas Pyne Fund Commission 
is in need of two volunteers to 
help it continue to help town 
residents with emergency needs. 

The commission was estab- 
lished back in 1875 to facilitate 
the distribution of the Whiting 
Street Fund and Thomas Pyne 
fund to people in need in town. 

“We are looking for two new 
people who would be willing to 
look over this and be able to ap- 
propriate the available income 
funds to worthy people who are in 
need, said Mayor Richard Cohen. 

He added, “Were always try- 
ing to help those in need and this 
is the ability to be able to do that’

The cost of the work is 
$31,860, and was completely

The Whiting Street Fund dates 
back to Street's will from June 23, 
1875, that gifted the town a be- 
quest with an annual income of 
$4,000 to “annually appropriate 
for the relief and comfort of the 
worthy poor: On Oct. 13, 1894, 
the will of Thomas Pyne added 
$2,000 for the same cause. The 
two funds were combined into 
one commission on Dec. 1, 1992. 

The commission consists of 
three Agawam voters who are 
appointed by the mayor and then 
confirmed by the City Council. 
The commission members re- 
view and decide on all requests 
for aid. Whiting Street Fund and 
Thomas Pyne Fund assistance 
is usually given for one-time ex- 
penditures, such as emergency 
repairs to a water heater, or fuel

The park is open year-round, 
ground conditions permitting. 
The Park and Recreation Depart- 
ment may close the park when it 
is covered in ice, or when spring 
thaw and rains turn it to mud.

ore than 100 years ago, one of 
Mee York's great daily newspa- 

pers, The Sun, published a let- 
ter to the editor and an editorial whose 
fame endure to this day. After originally 
publishing it Sept. 21, 1897, the newspa- 
per reprinted it annually for 50 years un- 
til it ceased publishing. 

Today, the Agawam Advertiser News 
is proud to pick up this tradition and 
again print Francis P. Church’ famous 
editorial, one of the finest descriptions 
of Christmas spirit ever committed to 
newsprint. We share this with you in the 
spirit of the holidays. 


Dear editor: 

I am 8 years old. 

Some of my little friends say 
there is no Santa Claus. 

Papa says, ‘If you see it in 
THE SUN it’s so: 

Please tell me the truth; is 
there a Santa Claus? 
Virginia O'Hanlon, 115 W. 95th St. 


Virginia, your little friends are 
wrong. They have been affected by the 
skepticism of a skeptical age. They do 
not believe except they see. They think 
that nothing can be which is not com- 
prehensible by their little minds. All 
minds, Virginia, whether they be men’s 
or childrens, are little. In this great uni- 
verse of ours man is a mere insect, an 
ant, in his intellect, as compared with 
the boundless world about him, as 
measured by the intelligence capable of 
grasping the whole of truth and knowl- 
edge. 

Yes, Virginia, there is a Santa Claus. 
He exists as certainly as love and gener- 
osity and devotion exist, and you know 
that they abound and give to your life 
its highest beauty and joy. Alas! How 
dreary would be the world if there were 
no Santa Claus. It would be as dreary as 
if there were no Virginias. There would 
be no childlike faith then, no poetry, 
no romance to make tolerable this ex- 
istence. We should have no enjoyment, 
except in sense and sight. The eternal 
light with which childhood fills the 
world would be extinguished. 

Not believe in Santa Claus! You might 
as well not believe in fairies! You might 
get your papa to hire men to watch in 
all the chimneys on Christmas Eve to 
catch Santa Claus, but even if they did 
not see Santa Claus coming down, what 
would that prove?

West Side game wasn't always on Thanksgiving 


Page 11 of the Nov. 23 issue of 
the Agawam Advertiser News is- 
sue shows the scores of Aga- 
wam-West Springfield football 
games from 1924 through last 
year’s game. 

Although the two teams have 
clashed on Thanksgiving for sev- 
eral years now, it wasn't always 
that way, despite what the arti- 
cle states. While a high school 
student in 1957, I attended Aga- 


wams Thanksgiving Day game 
against Holyoke Catholic. It was 
an away game and Agawam won 
47-6. In that game, Jim “Turk” 
Bruno scored five touchdowns 
and two extra points, raising his 
season total to 174, a Western 
Massachusetts record that stood 
for 38 years. 

The article lists the scores of 
the Agawam-West Side games 
beginning in 1924. No entry 


was shown for 1949. In the 
1950 Agawam High yearbook, 
it states that Agawam did play 
West Side in 1949 and lost to 
the Terriers 18-14. 

Also, the 1949 yearbook 
states that Agawam lost in 1948 
to West Springfield 7-6, not 18- 
14, as shown in the article.

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Recycling rising since new carts started 


In the five months since 
Agawam first rolled out its new 
automated curbside collection 
system for trash and recycling, 
the city has seen a significant 
increase in recycling and reduc- 
tion in waste disposal. The new 
collection program began on 
July 3 and was designed and im- 
plemented to increase recycling, 
reduce litter on the streets, and 
decrease trash disposal. 

According to Tracy DeMaio, 
recycling coordinator for the 
Agawam Department of Public 
Works, to date, the town has 
seen an increase of 56 percent 


in recycling and a decrease of 
18 percent in trash disposal, 
saving the town $32,800 in dis- 
posal costs. 

“We are very pleased with 
the results of the program” 
stated Mayor Richard Cohen. 
“We have received a high vol- 
ume of positive feedback from 
residents about the new sys- 
tem. It was a transition for all 
of us, but we have found resi- 
dents are appreciative of the 
cleaner streets, easy-to-use 
carts and simplicity of the sin- 
gle-stream recycling program” 

Ihe town closely monitors 


the program and will continue 
to educate the public about the 
program. In an effort to help 
residents through the holidays, 
the town reminds residents of 
some guidelines for recycling 
during the holiday: 

Ihe following items may 
be included in the paper re- 
cycling mix: corrugated card- 
board boxes (boxes may be 
flattened, broken down to 3 
feet by 3 feet, and stacked next 
to the recycling cart during hol- 
iday season); paperboard gift 
boxes; greeting cards (except 
those with foil metallic inks 


or glitter); gift wrap, gift bags, 
tissue wrap (except those with 
foil metallic inks or glitter); 
paper shopping bags (any type 
of handle is OK); catalogs; and 
calendars. The following items 
should not be included in the 
recycling mix: ribbons, bows 
and tinsel; packing peanuts and 
Styrofoam; holiday lights; blis- 
ter packaging (formed plastic 
package used to hold toys and 
electronics); bubble wrap; plas- 
tic bags; and photographs. For 
more information and a com- 
plete list of what is recyclable, 
visit www.spring fieldmrf.org.

ics — lift, thrust and aerodynamics. 

“Weve been learning about aerody- 
namics as well as how things work, such 
as motors, said Jack Patterson. He said 
the drones also provide a new way to learn 
about math. “We have to know how to cal- 
culate and analyze data when we use the 
drones.’ 

Amara Agosto added that using the 
drones means students have to be more pre- 
cise with numbers. “The numbers have to be 
exact — we cant round them off?” 

Abruzzo has created several projects to 
teach his students about these concepts. 
One project involves students building a 
rescue device that can be attached to a 
drone so they can pick up an object and 
bring it back to their table. 

Another allows students to fly a drone 
through an obstacle course set up in the 
classroom. The objective: guide a drone 
quickly and accurately through a half doz- 
en large hoops hanging from the ceiling. 

Some students piloted a drone with 
ease, manipulating the remote control to 
keep the drone on course. Other students 
found flying a drone more challenging. 
Some could barely complete the course 
without the drone hitting a wall or clipping 
the inside edge of a hoop, both of which 
caused it to crash. 

“Drones look simple but they can be 
complicated — and really expensive — so 
it’s important to know the science behind 
them, said eighth grader Brooke Rising, 
one of Abruzzos students. 

Students also quickly discovered that 
skill as well as hand and eye coordination 
are required to successfully fly a drone. 
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Agawam eighth grader Dylan Wesley flies a 
small drone through a hoop at the beginning of 
an obstacle course for student-piloted drones. 


“It takes patience to learn how to use 
the controls — and it can be frustrating 
when you cant do it,’ said Agosto. 

But she said the drone program is a 
“nice break” from all the writing and typ- 
ing students usually do in class. “It’s a more

relaxed way to learn about science and 
math,’ she added. 

Abruzzo, who previously taught eighth 
grade math in Chicopee, began teaching 
at AJHS in September. He said although 
the drones help students apply the STEM 
curriculum in a “fun and engaging” way, he 
thoroughly covers all safety aspects before 
students even engage in any hands-on ac- 
tivities. 

“Between learning all the components of 
a drone in seventh grade and then learning 
about its flight dynamics in eighth grade, it 
could be seen as a ‘Drone 101’ course,’ add- 
ed Abruzzo. “But what were really doing 
is using drones to enhance student learn- 
ing of both the seventh- and eighth-grade 
STEM curriculum.’ 

The company that makes the drones has 
an education section with activities for stu- 
dents that Abruzzo has modified to meet 
curriculum standards. He accesses dynam- 
ic lessons and projects to tie his teaching 
with drones to STEM skills such as geome- 
try, science, art, physics, and coding. 

Construction of the vehicles is not yet 
part of the course, but Abruzzo said the 
school may implement programs so stu- 
dents could design, build, and program their 
own drones. At the end of the activities, he 
plans to discuss the different opportunities 
students have in careers involving technolo- 
gy and engineering, including drones. 

Abruzzo said because aerospace is a ma- 
jor industry in the region, he's incorporat- 
ed bottle rockets into the program to help 
students connect what they are learning in 
the classroom with aerospace careers. “Our 
hope is that by introducing students to fun 
and interesting technologies — such as our 
drones and our 3D printer — they might be 
more interested in an in engineering career.

that, who knows,’ said South Hadley at- 
torney Paul Boudreau, who represents 
the applicant owners, Debilitating Medi- 
cal Condition Treatment Centers Inc. 

DMCTC’s business plan only focuses 
on the sale of medical marijuana. Rec- 
reational sales had not been legalized 
at the time of the original proposal. 
Chief Operations Officer Brian Lees 
confirmed this week that the facility is 
going to be for just medical marijuana, 
and there are no recreational plans at 
this time. 

The facility was first proposed to be 
in Holyoke, but that application was 
pulled out and then filed for relocation 
to Agawam. The Agawam site would be 
a dispensary only; the plants would be 
grown in a different town. 

Once the new location is secured 
and approved, Boudreau said discus- 
sions will turn to negotiating the host 
community agreement with the town 
government and working with the state 
on necessary licenses. Attorney William 
Bennett will be negotiating the host 
agreement on behalf of DMCTC. 

“Once that’s done, they negotiate the 


At this week's City Council meeting, 
Council Vice President Joseph Mineo 
worked in kind words for Cohen amid 
the council's tributes to its own depart- 
ing members, James Cichetti, Donald 
Rheault and Richard Theroux.

host agreement with the town, which 
hopefully won't be too much of an issue. 
Most host agreements are pretty much 
the same, it just depends on what they 
negotiate. That’s not something I would 
really have the authority to do. That 
would be done by the actual people in- 
volved, Boudreau explained. 

Lees and Boudreau both anticipate 
that it will be months before the facility 
will be open for business. Back in April, 
Lees said gaining state approvals were 
“between six months and a year’ away. 
A business plan dated February 2017 
envisioned serving as many as 3,900 
patients annually, accounting for near- 
ly 65,000 visits to the dispensary, with 
13.5 full-time equivalent staff at the 
Agawam location. Boudreau noted at 
the time that those figures could be im- 
pacted by other dispensaries opening in 
neighboring towns. 

Cohen didnt have any comments 
this week, except to confirm the discus- 
sion and negotiation stage is ongoing. 

DMCTC’s leadership team includes 
Lees, Chief Executive Officer Samuel 
Mazza, former president of the medical 
staff at Holyoke Hospital; and Richard 
Marchese, former Longmeadow chief of 
police, as director of security.

turn to inherit the house, and he 
doesn't think he'll be able to sell 
it without sewers — meaning it 
will be his children's problem, in 
their due time. 

“Forty-five years later and 
this conversation is still here?” 
he asked. “How many genera- 
tions have got to go by?” 

The council held a public 
hearing on sewers, its first dis- 
cussion of the issue in years, 
after William Clark organized 
a petition this year to force the 
issue. The areas of Feeding Hills 
without sewer service have seen 
dozens of septic system failures 
in recent years, and groundwa- 
ter tests have found fecal bac- 
teria contamination far above 
acceptable ranges, Clark told 
councilors. Replacing old septic 
systems with new ones is only a 
short-term, stopgap solution, he 
said. Engineers reports commis- 
sioned by the town itself, dating 
back to 1972, have recommend- 
ed sewers. 

Melissa Izzo, who currently 
lives on Barry Street but grew 
up on Shelley Lane, said septic 
failure was a problem even in 
the 1970s: “I remember growing 
up and after it rained, the awful 
smell” 

She said she swore shed never 
move to a neighborhood without 
sewers, but returned to Feeding 
Hills in the 1990s because she 
was assured that sewers were 
coming soon to Barry Street. 

“This is a beautiful part 
of town that has become 
not-so-beautiful” she said. “I 
have friends who are looking to 
buy, and I'm telling them not to 
come here.’ 

Joanne Cappuccilli, a Red Fox 
Drive resident, echoed both Izzo 
and Morin. She and her husband 
are empty-nest retirees, but not 
only would it be difficult to sell 
their home — she feels it would 
be immoral to pass on the strug- 
gle of a failing septic system to 
an unsuspecting young couple. 

“I wouldnt sell my house to 
either of my children, because

“I 
would feel just awful if I knew the 
couple who bought my house.’ 

Others who grew up in Feed- 
ing Hills, and who live there now, 
spoke about three-minute show- 
ers, not being able to run more 
than one water appliance at a 
time, and, like Izzo, the smell. 

Suffriti is one of the few cur- 
rent councilors who was not on 
the board the last time sewer 
expansion was considered, in 
the late 2000s and early 2010s. 
Several councilors shared their 
thoughts after the public hear- 
ing concluded. Several acknowl- 
edged their role in voting to ta- 
ble the proposal a decade ago, 
but said they would do what 
they could to revitalize the pro- 
posal now. 

“There is a way. It can be 
done, said Robert Rossi, who 
described himself as one of the 
councilors who pushed for sew- 
er expansion a decade ago. “It’s 
unfortunate that it was tabled at 
the time, [but] the paperwork is 
still in effect. It’s workable, 

Though the engineering plans 
may be the same today as then, 
the environmental permitting 
process will have to be complet- 
ed anew, Rossi said. Additionally, 
cost estimates will have to be up- 
dated to account for more than a 
dozen years of inflation. 

Councilor Joseph Mineo, who 
chaired he council's sewer sub- 
committee before Rossi, said he 
“gave up” on the project when 
when he realized that there “was 
no way to pay for it’ 

Richard Theroux, who will 
step down from the council 
when the new term begins, said 
the demise of Feeding Hills sew- 
ers was a failure of leadership. He 
said councilors and mayors over 
the past 12 years have let other 
projects, such as the high school 
athletic fields, “jump the line” 
for capital funding, even though 
sewers had been identified as a 
priority. 

“It didn’t happen because the 
council and the administration 
didnt make it happen, he said. 
“Its called planning, ladies and 


gentlemen. We dont do it.’ 

The council did not take any 
action at its Dec. 18 meeting. 
Council President James Cichet- 
ti, who gave up his seat in an 
unsuccessful bid for mayor this 
year, said he intended to give the 
incoming mayor and next coun- 
cil president a chance to develop 
their own strategies for address- 
ing sewer needs. 

Clark said he hadn't expected 
a vote this week. He said simply 
holding the public hearing was 
more than the council had done 
in recent years. 

“I wanted it in front of the 
council and I wanted it on TV, 
Clark said. “I just wanted to 
bring it back up” 

Douglas Reed, who like Clark 
was an unsuccessful candidate 
for City Council in the recent 
election, said the lack of sewers 
in his Shelley Lane neighbor- 
hood is “an absolute embarrass- 
ment. 

“I live in Feeding Hills, but I’m 
also a resident of Agawam. And 
so is everybody else who lives in 
Feeding Hills? Reed said. “But 
were treated like second-class 
citizens.’ 

Reed suggested that the 
council should start by creating 
a sewer expansion task force, 
with representatives from elect- 
ed officials, the neighborhoods 
and the business community.
